all available 


information from the Federal Bu- 
reau of Investigation and other 
sources." 


He said lliis includes "Dr. Mar- 


tin Luther King Jr., about whom 
particular accusations were made 
as well as other leaders." 


Charges of Communist influence 


in the civil rights movement had 
been made by Govs. Ross Barhett 
of Mississippi and George C. Wal- 
lace of Alabama and Atty.

MIAMI BEACH, Fla. 'AP) - 


Democratic Gov. Albert D. Rosel- 
lini of Washington temporarily 
sidetracked today a Republican 
effort to force action on civil 
right by the 55th annual Cover 
nors' Conference. 


Rosellini, presiding as confer- 


ence chairman, ruled out of order 
a motion by Gov. Mark. 0. Hat- 
field of Oregon to suspend the 
rules for the introduction of a 
civil rights resolution. 


Because of the scheduled1 arriv- 


al of Vice President Lyndon D. 
Johnson, (he principal speaker at 
tonight's state banquet, Rosellini 
said there was no time at the 
session to act on Hatfield's mo- 
tion. 


Hatfield toTd his colleagues that 


his purpose was to bring before 
the conference "the most import- 
ant issue before the country to- 
day" for action on a resolution 
which would put the governors 
on record for racial equality in all 
matters. 


He said that a scheduled two- 


hour discussion of the issue was 
nothing more than "a civil rights 
matinee." 
because under 
the 


rules governors could not bring 
up any resolution or motion at 
that time. 


However, Rosellini told Hat- 


field that a motion to suspend 
the rules, which requires 
thee 


fourths approval to become effec- 
tive, would be in order at the 
afternoon session. 


Hatfield and New York Gov. 


Nelson A. Rockefeller had little 
hope for success in forcing the 
conference to take action on civil 
rights. 


Democrats seemed likely to 


maintain the nearly solid party 
lineup by which they ablished the 
resolutions committee—and veso- 
lutations along with it—by a 33-16 
vote Monday. 


Hatfield and Rockefeller held in 


reserve for possible use Wednes- 
day a strategic plan to inject the 
civil rights issue into a GOP at- 
tack on President Kennedy's wel- 
fare legislative program.

WASHINGTON (AP)-Presiaent 
) Kennedy's plan for solving the 


railroad dispute-or at least post- 
poning a showdown until after the 
1964 election—should fry several 
kinds of fish, none of them fo his 
disadvantage. 


1. It should eliminate the dis- 


pute as an issue in the election 
campaign. 


2. It should avoid getting labor 


In general mad at him. 


3. It should take the railroad 


9 union leaders off the hook. 


4. It should help the railroads 


begin saving money. 


All this is conditioned on one 


thing: that the ll-man Interstate 
Commerce Commission act in- 
stead of stall. 


Kennedy has asked Congress to 


empower the ICC, for a two-year 
period, to hand1 down decisions in 
this 
railroad-union 
argument 


_ which already has dragged on for 
F four years. 


He also wants the ICC to have 


authority to get a federal court 
injunction to stop a railroad strike 
If the unions don't like its deci- 
sions. This should save the coun- 
try from a withering shutdown 
until' at least 1905. 


Thus the railroad case wouldn't 


be an issue: in the 1964 election. 
After that a re-elected Kennedy 


I or his successor would have until 


1965 to face the problem again, 
if there is. still one by then. . 


The plan as Kennedy devised it 


may cost him the votes of some 
railroad workers next year, if 
they lose their jobs through ICC 
decisions, but organized labor as 
a whole wouldn't have much rea- 
soni to be sore at him. 


It might have been very sore 


if, instead1 of this plan, he had 


> asked Congress to force a settle- 


ment by compelling, railroads and 
unions to submit to: compulsory 
arbitration, a device unions anil 
management both detest. 


That would1 be naked) use of 


government power. Kennedy in 
his message to Congress Monday 
also expressed distaste for . set- 
tling disputes through compulsory 
arbitration. 


But the very plan he worked 


1 out, and the wayi he worked it 


out,, is in effect compulsory arbi- 
tration although he didn't dresis it 
with that name. He made it 
sound much milder. 


This is why: 
Since the ICC can. hand down 


decisions,, and can get a court 
injunction to prevent a strike if 
the unions resent the decisions 
the result is that the unions will 
have Jo accept, the ICC's findings-; 
That's compulsory abritration. 


True, the decisions are sup- 


posed to last only for the two- 
year life of the ICC's authority. 
After that,, supposedly,, the deci- 
sions will have no effect andl rail- 
roads and' unions will be free to 
settle 
their 
differences ttiem- 
selves. 


But if then a strike threatened 


agam, the President would again 
step in by asking that the ICC's 
authority be renewed for another 
two years or he'd try some other 
method. But he wouldn't let a 
strike happen. 


The ICC's almost total prob- 


lem will be the manpower one. 


The railroads want to cut ex- 


penses-i-and presidential commis- 
sions and the Supreme Court have 
said they have a right to — by 
wiping out jobs which, they ar- 
gue, have been rendered- unnec- 
cessary by modernization. 


The railroads want to eliminate 


thousands of jobs, mostly those 
of firemen who used to be needed 
to shovel coal in steam locomo- 
tives but now ride in diesel en- 
gines. 


Under Kennedy's proposal men 


whose jobs are ordered eliminat- 
ed by the ICC are to be trans- 
ferred to other ones or, if they 
are laid off, are to get severance 
pay, like 60 per cent of their reg- 
ular salary for thee years, or 
other 'benefits1.' 


Suppose that, for the two years 


before th6 ICC's authority ends, 
they've been Ja.idi off or removed 
to other jobs. When the ICC then 
no longer can give orders will the 
unioni leaders start another na- 
tional crisis to get their jobs 
back? 


They might try, but it's doubt- 


ful they would. Their cause would 
have lost much of its steam not 
only in the public mind but prob- 
bably in the view of the othej- 
unionists who still had1 jobs. The 
excuse for a strike would be di- 
minished. 


Up to now union leaders—in the 


face of approval of job elimina- 
tion by a presidential commission 
an4! the Supreme Courj^-have re- 
fused to yield. This is understand- 
able. 


The leaders, elected by their un- 


ion, members, are paid to fight 
for them and their own jobs de- 
pend on their members' support. 
Tliey can say they did all they 
couldi if now,i under congressional 
approval, the ICC starts wiping 
out jobs. 


They can truthfully say there's 


an end to how much fighting they 
do against the government. Thus 
t-he Kennedy plan is in a sense 
protection for the union leaders 
even though its purpose is to elim- 
inate jobs. 


From several standpoints, par- 


ticularly a political one, the plan 
is shrewd although, Kennedy has 
already been condemned for not 
taking a more direct, forceful
